The Burgundian menu features porcini soup served with wild mushrooms; beef tenderloin with Dijon 
mustard sauce, young vegetables and pomme pont neuf potato; a selection of Burgundy cheeses served with 
hazelnut bread; black currant sorbet with créme de cassis and meringue for dessert; a wine selection of Bouchard 
Meursault A.O.C., 2001 and Bouchard Pommard A.O.C., 2000 is also offered. 

A Cleveland fine-dining tradition featuring upscale, table side service, French and American cuisine and 
live entertainment, the restaurant offers a bar with comfortable seating, a fireplace and a wine room for special 
parties. Classics has an impressive wine inventory, with an initial collection of more than 5,000 bottles. The 
restaurant dedicates itself to the art of classical cooking and consists of an impressive blend of culinary talent. 

The Chef de Cuisine is Guillaume Brard, a native of France. Chef Brard has 14 years of culinary 
experience and has worked in prestigious European restaurants and hotels, including the Connaught in London, 
England and La Richelandiere in Saint-Etienne, France. While working in Geneva, Switzerland, he served as 
personal chef for His Royal Highness Victor Emmanuel de Savoie, from Italy.

Dukes and Angels: Art form the Court of Burgundy (1363-1419) runs until 
Jan. 9, 2005 at the CMA.
